THE PRESS EXCURSION. 


Durham—-Haw River—-I!nteresting 
Incidents and Speeches. 


The excursion of the members of 
the Press Convention, the Board of 
Trade of Raleigh and other invited 
guests to Haw River, in Alamance 
county, on Thursday, was in every 
respect a most elegant and agreeable 
affair, and the participants, some hun- 
dred and fifty in number, will long 
remember the many courtesies ten- 
dered them andthe magnificent and 
bountiful entertainments en- 
joyved at the hands of the good people 
of Durham and Messrs. Holt & Moore 
at Haw River. 


DURHAM. 


At 9:30 o’clock the excursion 
reached the _ enterprising man- 
ufacturing town v* Durham, where 
we were received by the ‘To- 
bacco Association and the cit- 
izensand a cordial welcome ex- 
tended us by Mr. Tomlinson, Maj. 
Engelhard, on the part of the Press, 
responded in one of the happiest ef- 
forts of his life, followed by Mr. John 
Nichols on the part of the Board of 
Trade. Refreshments, both for the 
temperate and intemperate, was par- 
taken of and a visit made tosome of 
the factories—time not permitting us 
to go through all of them, but when 
our party again embarked they bore 
ample evidence of the places they 
had visited, as they were heavily 
ladened with both smokingand chew- 
ing tobacco of different brands,which 
which had been forced upon them 
at the hands of the manufacturers. 

Durham is one of the most enter- 

rising places in the country ; its to- 

acco trade is becoming a power, its 
brands being Known in every portion 
of the smoking world, and evidence 
of thrift, energy and pluck are to be 
seen on every hand. Some idea of 
the business done can be had when 
we say that the amount of revenue 

aid into the United States Treasury 

rom its tobacco manufactories foots 
up nearly $400,000 per annum. Some- 
thing over 300,000 pounds of smoking 
tobacco alone was put up in thetown 
last month. It contemplates soon 
having a cotton factory also. Some 
2,000 bales of cotton have been ship- 
ped from this point the present sea- 
son, When it will be remembered that 
buta few short years ago Durham 
was only asmall depot, with no trade 
to onepers it, the great advantages of 
establishing manufactories in our 
midst can be easily seen. 


GRANITE MILLS AND HAW RIVER. 


At 11:30 o’clock we reached Haw 
River, the seat of the Granite Mills, 
the property of Messrs. Holt & Moore, 
and the residence of Col. T. M. 
Holt, the President of the N. C, 
Agricultural Society, whose special 
guest-we were for the day. ‘The 
party disembarked and were escorted 
into a lovely yard just across the river 
from the mills. Beneath the shade 
of the trees adorning the yard, we 
were welcomed to Haw River by Col. 
Holt, who requested Col. I. J. Young 
to represent him on the occasion. 
Col. Young executed his ailotted 
duty in a most satisfactory manner, 
extending the hospitalities of his host 
to the Press, the Board of Trade of 
Raleigh, and the accompanying 
invited guests. 

He was responded to by Capt. C. 
B, Denson, of the Stafe Agricultural 
Journal, on the part of the Press, and 
by Mr. Nichols from the Board of 
Trade. 

Without meaning to be invidiousas 
to the other speakers of the day, for 
had we space we would like to give 
all the speeches entire, we reproduce 
Capt. Denson’s remarks in full, be- 
lieving that they will be read with 
peculiar interest, owing to the beau- 
tifuland expressive manner in which 
his ideas are clothed. Said the 


speaker: 
Col. Holt, Col. Young and Gentlemen : 


Unable as I am to emulate the silvery 
eloquence of our honored President, in 
response to this most cordial weicome, 
may your humble speaker at Jea.t hope to 
catch the inspiration of the hour, spread- 
ing with eleciric to ch from heart to heart, 
at the mention of the work here perform- 
ed, for the blessing of North Carolina, 

We have been eloquently reminded that 
we stand on classic ground. Upon this soil 
where the first struggles fo the personal 
rights and civil liberty that have come 
down to us from our fathers, Sir, | rejoice 
to know thatas the children of Alatnance 
were first in the conflicts which ushered in 
the e a of independence, so soon to com- 
piete a hundred revolving years, I am 
proud to award to the sons of Alamance 
the foremost po-ition in the new struggle 
which North Carolina is making for her 
ancient prosperity. Here is the natural 
cradle of that Hercules whois ‘o roll on- 
ward thecar of Carolina’s fortunes and 
her glory! 

Allalong the grand domain of the Union, 
from the granite hills of New Hampshire 
to the region of our own romuntic Chero- 
kee, the Appalachian chain tifts its lofiv 
crest to heaven, To the east, spread tre 
plains devoted to the numberless labors of 
agriculture; beyond the rocky bri-tling 
guard lie the green plateaux of our moun- 
tein land, holding in their bosom the price- 
less jewels of a minerai wealth unsurpass- 
ed in the world. 

But everand anon there breaks through 
these rocky barriers,a silver stream course- 
ing its way tothe ocean, and lingering by 
the way to convert the rieh gifis of the 
lowland into these tissues of sterlin 
merit and fairy grace, which white-winge 
commerce shall bear to farthest bounds, 
lt is here, sir, as We wilness in the beauti- 
tul spectacle before us ttat the Saxapahaw 
on its journey to lose itselfin the noble 
Cape Fear, where kissing our beloved Wil- 
mington, it falls at last intothe embrace of 
the sea, it here stops a moment again 
aud again to workout the salvation of 
North Carolina. 

I need not enlarge upon the enormous 
importance efthe mavuufacturing interests. 
It was not to pastoral giens in sweet Ar- 
ecadia that Greece was indebted fora fame 
which isan everlasting tradition to well 
nigh ali mankind. It was to the active, 
the enterprising the manufacturing, the 
commercial people of Athens she owes her 
imperishable renown. 

Witness England’s grand panorama of 
glory around the globe belted with her 
power—the heart of her life is the steam 
engine, 

hat has empowered broken and woun- 
ded France to pay the gigantic tribute to 
the victerious legions of Germany which 
bas astonished the world but the unparal- 
leled thiift, the manufacturing ability and 
the marvellous energy and skill of that 
people? Nocouvtry ever acquired wealth 
and domivion by the mere saie of the crude 
roducts of its soil. I challeuge a contra- 
iction tkroughout the pages ef history. 

We, sir, have been blessed with the most 
wonderful treasury of resources’ ever 
vouchsafed toman. North Carolina is the 
only State of the Union which produces 
every source of wealth reckoned in the cen- 
sus of the United States. She has a flora 
which runs from the palmetto of Bald Head 
which some amohg you have cause te re- 
member too well, through the wholegamut 
of botany, until we reach our own moun- 
tain peaks, the Alpine plants unknown 
even in the States of the North, and only 
met again when we have cr the valley 
ofthe St. Lawrence. She has a variety, 
quality and quantity of minerals in her 
coffers which no other commonwealth can 
approach. In the county alone of Chat- 
ham pextadjoining this, which Iam proud 

has a water power 
that statistics show to be greater than the 
whole combined water power of the State 


of Massachusetts. 


God has given usa goodly land, ff we have | 


the will and brain to do our work therein. 
And we must not forget what has already 
been done by the South. Behold the glo- 
rious Empire State of the Southland, noble 
old Georgia. See the miraculous prosperi- 
ty of such cities as Columbus, where facto- 
ry after factory is springing up, each built 
by the profits of its predecessor. Witness 
in asingle town of Alabama, built of late 
in a wilde:ness, now monufacturing every 
day eleven thousand dollars worth of iron,

rrency Buill—S ie in the Dim

of the Day. 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—The fol- 
lowing carefully statemen 
of the meaning of the currency bill 
passed by the Senate, though no one 
seems to understand it, is telegraphed 
as the cloest approach to the solution 
of the riddle extant : The new Senate 
Currency Bill passed yesterday by 
that body, provides for free banking, 
releases the reserves 10 circulation, 
except five per cent. which is to be 
deposited in the treasury for pur- 
ses of redemption in United States 
notes, and requires reserves on de- 
posits to be kept by each bank in its 
own vaults, a part of which reserve 
shall be one-fourth part of the coin 
received by it as interest on the 
bonds held as security by the United 
States Treasury. To prepare forspecie 
payments the bill requires the retire- 
ment of greenbacks equal in amount 
to 25 percent. of the new National 
bank currency issued, the retirement 
to begin within thirty days after the 
amount of $1,000,000 of the National 
bank currency has been issued. The 
maximum amount of the United 
States notes is fixed at $382,000,000, 
and the retirement shail be in reduc- 
tion of that amount until it be re- 
duced to $300,000,000. The redemp- 
tion section of the bill provides that 
on and after July, 1878, the grenbacks 
whenever presented in sums of 3100 
on any multiple thereof, may be re- 
deemed in coin or bonds, bearing 4} 
per cent. interest in coin at the 
option of the government, and _ it 
shall be compulsory on _ the 
Secretary of the ‘Treasury to 
re-issue the notes exchanged 
for bonds. The best features in this 
bill are those which require the re- 
reserves on deposits to be kept by the 
banks of different parts of the coun- 
try in their own vaults instead of 
sending them off to New York to be 
loaned for speculative purposes 11 
Wall Street, and which provides that 
a part of these resources shall be con- 
stituced of one fourth part of the 
coin received as interest on the bonds 
held by the government as security. 
These provisions May serve (9 
strengthen the banks at home, and 
perhaps tend to keep up a better dis- 
tribution of currency the volume of 
which, however, it seems inevitsble 
must be increased ifthe bil] becomes 
alaw. Thusthere is to be more or ess 
of inflation under it, and the much 
talked of ‘‘elasticity’? perhaps. The 
provision releasing the banks frem 
the maintenance of areserve on their 
deposits except 5 per cent. deposited 
in the Treasury for purposes of re- 
demption is a liberal one for those 
institutions.
